LONDON — The new armis- 


tice terms to be presented to 
Germany by Marshal Foch are 
unofficially stated to include the 
followings': 


First. Retribution upon the 


Germans for the murder and 
ill treatment of allied prison- 
ers. 


Second. The machinery and 


.good's stolen by Germany from 
France and Belgium 'to be at 
once given up.

Third. German gold, amount-^

EXPLOSION IN 
TOLL OF 15 DEAD 


Storage Vat in Boston 
Freight Yard Takes Toll 


of Lives

'BOSTON—At least ten persons 


are known, to have -been killed by the 
explosion of -a storage tank of mo- 
teases in a freight yard near Cutts 
wharf, off Commercial street today. 


Late 'estimates placed the number 


of dead at from' 15 to 20 and 
the 


injured from fifty to seventy-five. 


The tank contained 2,000,000 gal- 


lon* of molasses. 


Fragments - of the great tank 


were thrown high into the air, 
buildinga in the neighborhood crum- 
pled up as if the under pinnings 
had been pulled 'away from them 
and. scores • of people in the. various 
buildings were buried' in the ruins. 
The top 'of the tank first shot into 
.tho air and then the walls collapsed. 
The iforce of the explosion knocked 
over the fire boat house of engine 
47. One of the firemen was blown 
-into the. harbor. Two others were 
pinned.in the ruins and a fourth was 
»nbt" accounted for.

Two women,and a man were taken, 
from the ruins all injured.

Insurance is the socializing of calamity. While we think of 


: it under the commercial titles under which It is sold, -the princi- 
ples of all insurance is the same. Insurance is the abolition of 
risk. Essentially cooperative in principle, it is applicable in a 
vast number of ways of which the principal ones have been so 
developed as to constitute our greatest financial business; yet 
none of these popular lines have been developed to anything like 
perfection, while there are vistas of the application of the insur- 
ance principle that remain an unopened book. Insurance is pre- 
eminently the instrument, of the efficiency engineer and in just 
that proportion that we adopt efficiency methods in the admin- 
istration of our affairs so will we of necessity develop this tool 
-.of efficiency. 


, Every person that lives has need for insurance in some form; 


that need is measured upon two scales; the one is a scale of 
quantity, the other a scale of urgency. The more possessions 
one has the greater; volume of insurance he requires; the less one 


more income for the population we have is as truly a booster as 
he who seeks only for more earners. Yet there is a reas'on why 
agilation'for more income for the workers we have is disquieting 
and alarming. The wages of our employees have to be paid by 
our employers, so we never find any association of boosters who 
are capable of visualizing but the single factor that enters into 
the product—money-in-circulation: Norvdo we complain that 
this is so; we admit that it is natural, that it is inevitable, and, 
that in the inscrutable wisdom of Providence, it may be right 
that it is so.

But there is a common ground on which we can unite; a 


place where the interests of rich and poor, of employer and em- 
ployee, of individual and. of general public coincide, and that is in 
assuring to the masses of our people the utmost efficiency in the

Now it so happens that the forms of insurance required by 


the rich are well developed, while those adapted to the needs of 
the poor are poorly developed. This is not in any sense a re- 
flection upon the concerns that deal in insurance, for they are 
in the business for profit and profit is ever greatest in the direc- 
tion of big wholesale units. Whatever competition there may be 
is for the business of the rich, hence these forms of insurance 
are sold on a close margin, while the little retail business .of the 
pcor is sold at a rate that is incomparably greater. It follows 
that the affairs of the rich are well administered; that all of the 
principal risks incident to their lives or to their business^ af- 
fairs are carried fay insuring corporations; so that few if tany. of 
the great calamities can seriously affect/their income. On the 
other hand the poor carry their own risks, and are subject to 
every vicissitude of fate. 


Happily there is no question as to insurance being a matter 


of public concern. This fact is exemplified by the body of laws 
which have standardized the business of insurance in this state, 
and.by the insurance department which is charged with the en- 


V forcement of the laws. The result is that all policies sold are 


backed by financial strength, sharp practice has been curtailed, 


, and the policies actually mean after a loss accrues something 


.'•'' very similar to that which they were represented to mean when 
; th«y were sold. 


But Wisconsin did not rest with simple negative activities; 


- '* w« established a state fire insurance fund which is often charac- 


terized as a wild experiment by the ultra reactionary. 
As a 


matter of fact our: state fire-insurance is in no sense entitled to 
: be classed as state insurance. It is strictly limited to public 


property, and' is identical with the system adopted by many of 


i our railroads arid other great corporations. Yet we are fre- 
' fluently treated to the spectacle of a statesman who acclaims 
himself an exponent of a "business administration" denouncing 
this one of the best evidences of our state's irUe to that very 
distinction.' Our state life-fund however is distinctively an at- 
tempt to establish state-insurance. We join with Governor Phllipp 
hi acknowledging it to be a failure; but we reserve for the pres- 
ent our reasons why it is a failure and our recommendations as 
to what action should be taken in regard to it. 


All of the foregoing evidences of pnblic concern have been 


directed toward the provision of insurance facilities. But Wis- 
consin did not stop there, she has provided insurance, has pro-; 
vided it for part of that very class which need it the most; pro- 
vided it automatically, without an initiative move on the part 
of the insured. 
Probably no state-function developed by the 


~ progressives of Wisconsin has been so universally acclaimed by 


all classes as our industrial insurance. 
To be on the pay-roll of 


a Wisconsin employer is almost the equivalent of the assump- 
tion by that employer and of the concern with which he insures, 
of a large number of the more likely, hazards which might oper- 
ate to incapacitate such employee for his work. We are justly 
proud of our advanced stand in this respect, but our pride should 
,be tempered in like manner as should that of the savage who has 
acquired a' garment that goes part way around. It is oar glory 
that when a citizen gets a job he is insured; it is our shame that 
when he loses the job he loses tho insurance. We have pro-
